"Obey the law. or your license 
will be revoked’’ was Mayor Ralph 
Benedum’s ultimatum to approxi­ 
mately 13 East Liverpool poolroom 
operators, who attended a con­ 
ference at the city hall this morn­ 
ing- 
Pea pool, high pill, poker, black­ 
jack and other games of chance 
ire tabooed, the mayor warned. 
Violators' permits will be revok­ 
ed for a period of two weeks for 
first offense, and for the bal­ 
un*# of the year, in the event of 
i second offense. 
Service Safety 
Director J. W. 
Moore declared the city is not a t­ 
tempting to impose a hardship 


upon the pool room owners, but 
expects to ban gambling. "If you 
can’t stop gambling on the part of 
your patrons, get out of the busi­ 
ness,” was Moore s advice to the 
proprietors. 
The conference was called by 
the mayor, following the receipt of 
complaints from patrons of the 
establishments. 
They claimed to 
have lost money 
in 
gambling 
games. Three arrests of poolroom 
operators have been made by the 
police since the beginning of the 
year. 


Seek Co-operation. 
“We have called you men here 
this morning." said the mayor. 


“to ask your co operation In halt­ 
ing gambling in poolrooms. There 
have been numerous offenses in 
the past but we are going to forget 
about the past and start with a 
clean slate for the future. We are 
going to put you men on the honor 
roll and ask that you co-operate 
with the police in stopping gam­ 
bling. 
“Pea pool will not be tolerated. 
Neither will the game known aa 
the high pill. Some of >ou men 
have been conducting this game, 
taking a “drag" out of each pot. 
This game, if worked properly, 
will net the proprietor $50 an 
hour, but It must stop. 
‘‘We have received some com­ 


plaints that some of you men are 
permitting games of poker, black­ 
jack and similar card games in 
your basements or back rooms, 
which are not accessible. 
This 
will not lie allowed. 
"You are also warned about per­ 
mitting loafing about your place— 
men who will not work and never 
spend a cent with you. The pool­ 
room loafer must go, or we will 
Jail them 
Men under the age of 
IS years ar - not permitted in pool­ 
rooms at any time, anti this order 
is to be enforced. 
Clean U p Places, la Advice. 
“We want you fellows to make 
money and plenty of it so long as 


it was done within the law. Clean 
up your places aud stop the gam­ 
bling. We will play no favorites; 
all will be treated alike. 
"Our police force is email but 
we intend to keep a lookout in the 
future. 
If we suspect violations 
and our police cannot catch you, 
we will hire plainclothes meti—• 
some of your trusted patrons—to 
secure the necessary evidence, lf 
we learn through one of these 
secr‘-t operatives that there is a 
violation, your licenses 
will 
he 
suspended for two weeks. During 
that time your tables will be kept 
dark and you will lose your prof­ 
its. 
For a second offense, I will 


revoke your license for the bal­ 
ance of the year. 
"It’s now up to you, men, for 
the future. 
We expect you to be 
law abiding citizens, and if you 
don't you can ezpect to be penal­ 
ized.’’ 
"We are not going to let any­ 
thing which has happened in the 
past influence us lu the future,"

Politics is beginning to disturb the league of nations. It shows 
especially in the present struggle over council membership. 
With Germany about to enter the council as the fifth perma­ 
nent member, with places still reserved for America and Russia, 
France wants Poland admitted. Poland is France’s ally, and would 
strengthen French influence in the league, which at present is less 
than British influence. Italy is ready to back France in this move. 
If the council is to be increased, Britain would like to get 
Spain in. That, too, is natural. Spain is closely associated with 
Britain, and that would help to hold in check France and her 
friends. 
But there are others trying to break into that inner sanctuary 
of the league. Belgium would like a permanent seat. And Brazil 
is an active candidate, on the ground that this hemisphere ought 
to be represented, and she would cheerfully take the place of the 
United States as long as this country remains out of the league. 
If the league council is to be increased at all, North Americans 
would prefer to see the New World represented by Brazil or Ar­ 
gentina. But why admit any more? The members of the league 
are all represented now in the assembly. Why create two large 
bodies? Tile council is Hie executive body of the league. If Amer­ 
ican experience counts for anything, the fewer members in that 
body, the more efficient it will he. 


H unt Moose to Help Them 


Two rescue parties set out last week from Halifax to undo, if 
possible, some of the damage done by a recent blizzard in that 
region. Leaders of the two groups were the assistant commis­ 
sioner of forests and game for Nova Scotia and a member of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
They were 
equipped with snowshoes and camping outfits and food. 
They were hunting for a family of starving moose that had 
been reported by a train crew as snow-bound and Buffering in Still­ 
water Valley.

The moose had taken shelter in the valley from a bad storm. 
But when it was over huge snow drifts prevented their getting out 
or finding food where they were. They had been trapped there 
for days when their predicament was told to citizens in the nearest 
town on the railroad. 
It is a different sort of moose hunt from those usually under­ 
taken by mankind. And it is likely that none of the humane hun­ 
ters is thinking at all of future shooting possibilities. Kindness 
appears to be the whole motive.

Senators And Lords 


The United States senate, it appears, is not the only delibera­ 
tive body in the world which allows unlimited debate. The British 
house of lords, after which our senate was modeled, goes further. 
Some of the peers, finding amusement in the row between 
Vice President Dawes and the senate, point out that their body 
has no rules at all, and gets along very well without them. 
It 
doesn’t even need a quorum to do business, and it faces no demand 
for reform in its procedure. Any lord may speak at any time on 
any subject as long as he likes. 
“Custom and a sense of propriety govern the proceedings,” 
explains a member. Party leaders ordinarily regulate the debate, 
but there is nothing to prevent a member from butting in and 
rampaging around and smashing a program, except “profound 
respect for the traditions of the chamber.” 
Our senators are strong for tradition, too; but they seem 
principally concerned with upholding the tradition that every sen­ 
ator is a law unto himself, with a constitutional right to do as he 
pleases. 
Still, the British house of lords, with all its voluntary order­ 
liness and decorum, is not such a howling success as its members 
seem to suggest. Orderly debate is an excellent thing—especially 
for a debating society, which is all the house of lords is. The 
house of commons has stripped it of power. The senate, with all 
its confusion, is more powerful than ever.

Intercounty Highway 
Will be Completed 
In Next Two Years 


Completion of the East Liverpool- 
Columbus intercounty highway is as­ 
sured within two years .according to 
information just received by County 
Surveyor 
Lloyd C. Kirk, from the 
state highway department at Colum­ 
bus. 
The first step in this connection was 
taken when the 
Columbiana county 
commissioners started to surface the 
Wellsvllle-Salineville road, 
and the 
last contract of which will be awarded 
by the state highway departm ent next 
month, which will have to do with the 
surfacing of the half-mile of this road 
within the corporate limits of Saline­ 
v ille . 
Furthering this improvement, Co­ 
lumbiana county has arranged tobuUd 
west from Salineville toward Mechan­ 
icstown, where the 
Carroll 
county 
commissioners have arranged for new 
construction on this route. 
At Columbus this week, the state 
highway department opened bids for 
the construction of eight miles of this 
road in that county, extending west­ 
ward from Carrollton toward the Tus­ 
carawas county line. The second west­ 
ern gap in this road will be awarded 
probably in June. 
Next year the state highway depart­ 
ment and the Carroll county commis­ 
sioners will concentrate upon the im­ 
provement of this road east from Car­ 
rollton 
to the Columbiana 
county 
line, and with this stretch of highway 
finished, there will be another improv­ 
ed highway between East Liverpool, 
Wellsville, Salineville, Mechanicstown, 
Carrollton 
into 
New 
Philadelphia, 
westward from which there is an im­ 
proved highway into Columbus. 
Six bids were opened on this Car­ 
roll county job by the state highway 
department a few days ago, the lowest 
bid being submitted by Urban Broth­ 
ers company, of Massillon, which was 
$139,824.57. or $16,571.09 under the 
estimate of $156,395.66.

lowing 1918 veterans in congress were 
comparatively very rare, and confined 
principally 
to those 
members

ninth congress, there are 53 members 
who 
saw' 
.service in 
the American 
armies, and a good many of this num­ 
ber served overseas with combat units. 
They comprise about 15 per cent of 
flip total membership of the present 
congress. 
N ew V etera n s’ Bloc. 
This veterans' bloc, has emerged in 
tho comparatively short space of seven 
years. 
Most of those now here ap­ 
pear to be here to stay, insuring that 
before many years pass they will have 
chairm anships, leaderships and other 
positions of authority. 
It a commen­ 
surate pace is kept up, it will not be 
many years before congress will be 
largely influenced, lf not dominated, 
by men who served their country in

The senatorial veterans’ bloc is com­ 
posed of six members- Means, of Colo­ 
rado; Hingham, of Connecticut; Rob­ 
inson. of Indiana; Brookhart, of Iowa;

Seek Co-operation. 
"We have called you men here

"We warn you fellows to make

"Our police force Is small but 
we Intend to keep a lookout in the 
future. 
If we suspect violations

Politics is beginning to disturb the league of nations. It shows 
especially in the present struggle over council membership. 
With Germany about to enter the council as the fifth perma­ 
nent member, with places still reserved for America and Russia, 
France wants Poland admitted. Poland is France’s ally, and would 
strengthen French influence in the league, which at present is less 
than British influence. Italy is ready to back France in this move. 
If the council is to be increased, Britain would like to get 
Spain in. That, too, is natural. Spain is closely associated with 
Britain, and that would help to hold in cheek France and her 
friends. 
But there are others trying to break into that inner sanctuary 
Of the league. Belgium would like a permanent seat. And Brazil 
is an active candidate, on the ground that this hemisphere ought 
to be represented, and she would cheerfully take the place of the 
United States as long as this country remains out of the league. 
If the league council is to he increased at all, North Americans 
would prefer to see the New7 World represented by Brazil or Ar­ 
gentina. But why admit any more? The members of the league 
are all represented now in the assembly. Why create two large 
bodies? Tile council is the executive body of the league. If Amer­ 
ican experience counts for anything, the fewer members iii that 
body, the more efficient it will he.

Senators A nd Lords 


The United States senate, it appears, is not the only delibera­ 
tive body in the world which allows unlimited debate. The British 
house of lords, after which our senate was modeled, goes further. 
Some of the peers, finding amusement in the row between 
Vice President Dawes and the senate, point out that their body 
has no rules at all, and gets along very well without them. 
It 
doesn’t even need a quorum to do business, and it faces no demand 
for reform in its procedure. Any lord may speak at any time on 
any subject as long as he likes. 
“Custom and a sense of propriety govern the proceedings,” 
explains a member. Party leaders ordinarily regulate the debate, 
but there is nothing to prevent a member from butting in and 
rampaging around and smashing a program, except “profound 
respect for the traditions of the chamber.” 
Our senators are strong for tradition, too; but they seem 
principally concerned with upholding the tradition that every sen­ 
ator is a law unto himself, with a constitutional right to do as he 
pleases. 
Still, the British house of lords, with all its voluntary order­ 
liness and decorum, is not such a howling success as its members 
seem to suggest. Orderly debate is an excellent thing—especially 
for a debating society, which is all the house of lords is. The 
house of commons has stripped it of power. The senate, with all 
its confusion, is more powerful than ever.

Completion of the East Llverpool- 
Columbus intercounty highway is as­ 
sured within two years .according to 
Information just received by County 
Surveyor 
Lloyd C. Kirk, from the 
state highway departm ent at Colum­ 
bus. 
The first step in this connection was 
taken when the 
Columbiana county 
commissioners started to surface the 
Wellsvllle-Salfneville road, 
and the 
last contract of which will be awarded 
by the state highway departm ent next 
month, which will have to do with the 
surfacing of the half-mile of this road 
within the corporate limits of Saline­ 
v i l l e . 
Furthering this Improvement, Co­ 
lumbiana county has arranged to build 
went from Salineville tow ard Mechan­ 
icstown, where the 
Carroll 
county 
commissioners have arranged for new 
construction on this route. 
At Columbus this week, the state 
highway departm ent opened bids for 
the construction of eight miles of this 
road in that county, extending west­ 
ward from Carrollton toward the Tus­ 
caraw as county line. The second west­ 
ern gap in this road will bo awarded 
probably in June. 
Next year the state highway depart­ 
m ent and the Carroll county commis­ 
sioners will concentrate upon the Im­ 
provem ent of this road east from Car­ 
rollton 
to the Columbiana

line, and with this stretch of highway 
finished, there will be another improv­ 
ed highway between E ast Liverpool,
